Agricultural Miscellany. 
To prevent the growth of moss or 
weeds on gravel walks it is recommend­ 
ed \o sprinkle salt pretty freely on the 
paths, (about a pound to the square 
yard does for one year st least,) care be­ 
ing taken not to let the salt fall on the 
box liorders or the edges of the graas. 
A damp but not a rainy day is the bes - 
for this operation. 
Home apply a boil­ 
ing solution of salt (about a pound to 
the gall n of water) with a common 
watering pan, so that a pound of the 
salt will be received by every square 
yard «»f walk. 
A much weaker solu­ 
tion will perVe the same purpose if it 
should be faquired again. 
Corn-raisers are the largest eorn-con- 
symers. 
It is the farmers themselv* s 
who need most corn. 
More than thre> 
fourthsof the corr. crop of this country 
is fed on the farms on which it is raised. 
The crop of 1882 was 
1,617,000,000 
bushels, and of this 150,000,000 bushels 
was used as human food, 167,000,000 
for export, seed, spirits and surplus, 
and 1,300,OOO,OOO for feeding anim als— 
cattle, horses, hogs, sheep and work ani­ 
mals.

How They Vote in Germany. 
A striking feature of the German m u­ 
nicipal system is its entire independence 
of national politics. 
No issue but those 
arising out of municipal questions are 
allowed to influence the city elections. 
Every male 
inhabitant 
twenty-four 
years of age has a right to vote on mu­ 
nicipal questions provided that he has 
his own household and not dependent 
on father or m other; that he has not 
received alms from the public funds 
within twelve years; that he has paid all 
municipal dues; that he occupies a house 
or pursues a trade with two employees; 
that he pays an income tax or class tax. 
Under one or another of these five con­ 
ditions all industrious persons in the 
city are included. 
That all votes should 
count equally are regarded as un-busi­ 
ness like.

Antioch® Juno! was a Burgundian bt 
birth, born in 1771. and in his youth, af­ 
ter a preparatory schooling, he studied 
law, but never practiced.

Washinefton News. 


There is a report that a new evening paper 
to be called the Intelligencer will bo issued in 
Washington. 
It will be democratic in politics, 
and is to be sold on the streets for one cent. 


A very determined and organized effort will 
be made at the approaching session of con gross 
to pass a bill providing for making operativo 
the Mexican reciprocity - treaty ratification by 
the senate during the last session. 


Two star route indictments are still pending 
m the criminal court of the district; one against 
Thomas J. Brady and the other against J. B. 
Price. 
Both indictments relate to the transac­ 
tion concerning certain postal drafts which 
were used by Price, and eventually, it is al­ 
leged, fell into the hands of Brady. 


The Democrats of Washington have begun 
preparations for the inauguration of President- 
Elect Cleveland. 
A committee has been ap­ 
pointed to consult Gov. Cleveland and the 
national Democratic committee to ascertain 
■their desires 
in regard to the matter, and 
other committees arc to be formed soon to 
make 
the necessary arrangements for the 
inaugural procession and ball. 


The postoffiee department at Washington, 
through H. B. Thomson, general superintedent 
<of railway sort ice, has issued an order remov­ 
ing Frank l ousier, the railway postal clerk run­ 
ning from Minneapolis to Angus, Iowa, who 
was recently convicted of violating the pension 
laws. 
Superintendent Perkins says that T<ms- 
ley is an excell ait clerk, and this is the only 
pharge that ever lias been brought against him. 


Great pressure is being ex rted for the the 
appointment of an outsider to the governor­ 
ship of Montana. 
The whole question hinges 
on the fears of the people that the capital will 
l>e moved under the 
next administration. 
They are especially opposed to the choice of a 
man from west of the mountains. 
Delegate 
Maginms is without serious opposition on this 
score, having the general confidence of all 
classes. 


The workmen engaged in the Washington 
monument have succeeded in setting the key­ 
stone that binds the interior ribs of stone which 
support the marble facings of the pyramidal 
cap. 
This keystone weighs nearly five tons, 
and is set 534 met above the base of the monu­ 
ment.

Brig. Gen. Sacked, inspector of the army, in 
bis annual report quotes largely from the re­ 
ports of the department of inspectors npon va­ 
rious subjects.

“ At frontier points where reser­ 
vations are large, men will go until they find a 
place from which to obtain liquor.

sence without leave,’ or ‘desertion.’ 
In my 
opinion the sale of liquors of such quality and 
quantity as post commanders may 
dictate 
would be better than ‘prohibition. ’ 


Under the recent decision of the United States 
supreme court, by which Maj. Ilunkle and

ally supervise transactions taking place scores 
or hundreds of miles from the scat of govern­ 
ment 
During the fiscal year of JNNJ were 
bought supplies to the amount of $4,229,382, of 
which only $685,652 were bought on advertise­ 
ment ami contracts. 
Three bureaus wholly 
neglected the law of advertising. 
The other 
one, making the largest purchases, only ad­ 
vertised and contracted for a small per cent of 
goods and materials l*o light. 
About $1,000,000 
open ami exempt purchases were made of six 
-individuals or firms, the amount bought of one 
dealer going over the act retaining $56,000 for 
boilers. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were bought practically with no competition 
at all

Anecdote of Daniel W ebster. 
Every one who ha* read Mr. George 
Ticknor Curtis’s “ Life of Daniel Web­ 
ster” will remember John Taylor, Mr. 
Webster’s tenant and factotum at Frank- 
lin, N. H., and Robert Wise, the old 
Revolutionary soldi**r who came home 
from the war with Captain Ebenezer 
Webster, Mr. We’oster’s father 
and 
built for himself a little cottage on one 
corner of the Webster farm, w here he 
lived and died. 
Skirting the Webetei 
property, and passing by tlie spot when 
Rol»ert Wise took up his humble atiode, 
there bad long been a furry way, leading 
to a ferry across the Merrimac River. 
The ferry w as established during the 
last century, and after Robert Wise 
had lived there for some time it came 
to lie called Wise’s Ferry. 
The ferry­ 
way was originally fenced on l»oth side*, 
and it run between the Webster farm 
and a farm belonging, at tlie time 
of 
which 
we are about to speak, 
to Deacon Farley. 
Tlie fence ou Web­ 
ster’s side of the ferry way had been 
allowed to fall into decay, but the fence 
on the Farley side had !>een well kept 
up.

“Well, sir,” replied Webster, “if I 
can find a lawyer in this county, I shall 
bring an action,

A damp but not a raiiiv day is the be* 
for this operation. 
Some apply a boil­

watering pan, so that a pound of the 
salt will be received by every square 
yard of w'alk. 
A much weaker solu­ 
tion will serve the same purpose if it 
should lie fequired again. 
Corn-raisers are the largest corn-con- 
sumers. 
It is the farmers themselvts 
who need most corn. 
More than three- 
fourths of the corr crop of this country 
is fed on the farms on which it is raised. 
The crop of 1882 was 1,617,000,000 
bushels, and of this 150,000,000 bushels 
was used as human food, 167,000,000 
for export, seed, spirits and surplus, 
and 1,300,000,000 for feeding animals— 
cattle, horses, hogs, sheep and work ani­ 
mals.

little more, after giving them 
jusi 
1 erioiigh to keep them stationary, to get 
a growth that will pay for all they eat. 
Cattle should be fed regularly and a: 
nearly as possible at the same hours ol 
day, so that they may know when to ex­ 
pect their meals and have them when 
they expect them. For the last few sea­ 
sons I have practiced feeding my cat­ 
tle as followes: 
At six o’clock a. m ., a 
slight feed of liay, followed by another 
of the same kind when the first is about 
eaten ; then at about eight o’clock those 
that are to have meal arc given theii 
rations; then the watering commences, 
after which a light feed of corn foddei 
is given. 
Then they are left till three 
o’clock p. m., when I feed some of the 
poorest feed I have which is straw oi 
swamp hay; after which they are agaiD 
watered and then fed a light feed ol 
good hay; followed again, as the last 
feed, with corn fodder. 
I find by fol­ 
lowing this method of feeding a little 
at a time with a variety that the dif­ 
ferent kinds of feed are eaten up clean­ 
er and with better 
relish. 
Whatever 
of sorts are left by the cattle, as there 
often will lie when feeding the 
poorer 
hav, 1 take out and throw to the sheep 
in the yard, so that nothing is lost. 
Nothing but sheep are fed out of doors 
and they or.ly as above, as they have 
their regular feed racks tinder cover.

The R ise of & French M arshal 


From the Family Herald. 
Andoche Junot was a Burgundian bv 
birth, born in 1771. and in his youth, af­ 
ter a preparatory schooling, he studied 
law, but never practiced. 
When he was 


‘2 1 years of age he enlisted in the army 
as a volunteer; it was in the height of 
the revolution, a few months previous 
to the execution of the King, Louis XV I, 
In September, 1703, when Paris had 
become comparatively quiet under the 
rule of the Constituent Assembly. 
Na­ 
poleon Bonaparte, then scarcely known 
beyond the old convention and his own 
section of the army, was sent to wrest 
Toulon from the English and Spanish ; 
and among the men under his command 
was voung Junot. During the siege that 
followed Napoleon had occasion one day 
to send a dispatch to a distunt point. 
He was in the saddle, halted before the 
company to which Junot belonged, and, 
running his eyes along the line, be asked 
f1‘ there was one of 
them that could 
write. 
Junot raised his cap and bowed 
upon which lie was conducted to the 
right of the line, where the musicians 
were; and here a large drum was set on 
end, paper, pen and ink furnished, and 
the 
youthful 
soldier 
was 
directed 
to write. 
He took the pen and dashed 
off the dispatch in a clear, round, hand­ 
some hand, and was just beginning to 
write the closing signature when a can­ 
non ball—a 45 pound round shot—tore 
up the earth close to his left foot, cov­ 
ering him and the drum-head with dirt. 
W ithout so much as the quiver of a 
linger, without a perceptible hesitation, 
the writer gave the paper a flirt to throw’ 
off the gravel and then finished the 
message, laughingly saying as he did so, 
“That dirt is rather too coarse for blot­ 
ting sand, but it has done no damage.” 
And he folded the missive and di­ 
rected it, after which he handed it 
up to his commander, who had been all 
the while narrowly 
watching 
him, 
“Young man,” said Napoleon bluntly,” 
you are cool-headed and brave. 
What 
can I do for you ?” 
“I know nothing, 
General, unless you cause these worsted 
epaulettes to be taken from my shoul­ 
ders, and a pair of silver ones put in 
their place. 
“Very w ell.” answered 
the commander, with a pleasant nod 
“You can ride?” 
“Anything that cai 
be ridden by man, I think.” 
“Tlier 
find a horse and carry this message, 
to its destination. 
My orderly will 
furnish you. 
Bear the message, and 
then report 
to 
m e.” 
On the 
fol­ 
lowing day Junot was made a Lieuten­ 
ant, and he was a Captain at the end of 
the month, having, on account of his 
daring courage, won the sobriquet of 
“The Tempest.” 
In the campaign of 
1797 he was promoted to the rank of 
Colonel, and in Egypt be was a Briga­ 
dier General. 
After this he became 
Governor of Paris, then Lieutenant 
General, then Marshal, and in the end 
lie was made Duke of Abrantes.

A Pierce 
gave 
the 
address of welcome. 
Vice President O. C. 
Gregg of Marshall, who presided responded 
and proceeded to make the opening address of 
the 
association 
on 
“The 
Advantages of 
Minnesota as a Dairy State.” He especially 
favored winter dairying. 
We must cease to 
raise gram exclusively for sale in the markots, 
and turn it into dairy products. 
We are yet to 
produce the hulk of dairv products in this 
country. 
We have only l>egun to push our 
products into sight 
Let us keep up with the 
ever-increasing demand for better dairy pro­ 
ducts, and arrange our darying so as to take 
the best advantage of the * great markets. 
I 
believe w aiter dairying to be one of the great 
opportunities of prosperity to the Minnesota 
farmer. 
“ Our Dairy Markets,’’ was the subject of dis­ 
cussion 
Mi-. A P. McKinstry, he said: 
Last 
spring we organized the Mankato exchange, 
and it Lias been a great success. 
We have sold 
over #1 (Xt,000 worth of butter over the board, 
and we have done liotter iu that m arket than 
we could do in New York. 
We have good buy­ 
ers there near home, getting quick remittances 
and 
avoiding 
commissions 
and freights. 
Our creamery products rate m New York, as 
a rule, as “ W esternextra.” As soon as Min­ 
nesota can demonstrate to other markets the 
quality and quantity of our goods, buyers will 
f reely come in here and take all our products. 
To consign to distant commission men is, to a 
certain extent, to place ourselves at their m er­ 
cy. 
Mr. T. Mower of Cedar Rapids believed the 
nearest home market was the best m arket 
It is 
better to have butter merchants than 
the present commisssion men. 2 |Meu who own 
the nutter will work hard to get a good price 
for it. 
Agents will never take the same trou­ 
ble to get the best prices 
If men are butter 
m erchants the market will never get over- 
stocked. 
The best plan for a creamery is on 
the co-operative principle. 
Most of the Elgin 
creameries run on this plan. 
It interests every 
patron. 
Every patron is a detective on his 
neighbors to see that they H ell good milk. 
We 
are agoing to have butter tests as to the purity 
and value of milk, to tell how much fat anil 
liow much water there is in milk. 
Mr. O. C. Gregg, vice President, said: My 
experience has been that home markets are 
best. 
1 say, don't consign to any city agent or 
grocer, and leave it for him to sell at his dis­ 
cretion. 
Have some distinct understanding as 
to limits of price before you ship. 
If yon con­ 
sign at all, consign to a commission man. 
I 
can do better making my own sales in the great 
markets than to have much to do with com­ 
mission men. 
Secretary Rice paid: 
It is only a question 
of

markets

overstocked, 
unless we 
widen

ing the past twelve months I have milked 17 
cows, 8 of them heifers, 11 half-grade Jerseys 
and sold the cream at the Rochester creamery. 
The cream alone has paid all the expenses of 
running the whole 320 acres and something 
over. 
These exix-nscs include the harvesting, 
threshing and funding of 140 acres of wheat 
which is left as clear profit. 
Vice President O. C. Gregg of Marshall runs 
a win tar dairy. 
He will nnlk thirty cows this 
winter; cow s’a re fresh in the fall. 
The grain 
raised in summer on the farm is ground and 
fed to these cows dunug the winter months, 
and thus converted into fresh butter for win­ 
ter use.

Fifth—By this continual labor employed the 
m anure of the farm can be certainly’ spread 
upon the fields and the general farm work ,be 
better done. 
Nixth—Feeding the grain or grass products 
the cows after this manner and making sale of 
the butter as a grain product greatly increases 
the fertility of the farm. 
Seventh—The making of winter butter will 
equalize the price of dairy products, obviating 
the low prices of summer, and giving good 
prices during the winter scarcity. To-day only 
ten cows out of 100 are fresh iu w inter. 
E G. Rotter spoke on “Our Daily Makers” and 
spoke of the reign of prosperity among far­ 
mers, beginning with darying. 
The home m ar­ 
kets are the best markets. 
The chief discussions on the next day w as 
upon the subject of the extensive adulteration 
or diary products and the best moans of pre­ 
venting it 
The following resolutions, which 
were finally adopted, embody the substance of 
the discussion.

G overnor’s C ham ber. 
The state board of health met at the go ver- 
nor’s chamber at the canitol Monday afternoon 
There were present Doctors D. W. Hand, S t 
Paul, president: C. N. Hewitt, Red Wing, sec­ 
retary; Franklin Staples, Winona: V. Hniitb, 
D uluth; E J. I>avis, Mankato, and 
W 
H 
Leonard, 
Minneapolis, 
and 
Gov. 
L 
F. 
H ubbard 
Dr. 
Hewitt, 
as secretary, 
pre­ 
sented his report of the work of the hoard 
from 
Jan. 
1, .IS’* >, 
to Aug. 
1, 1n>4, a 
period of nineteen month*. 
The report of the 
board is ready for the printer, and will be pub­ 
lished soon. 
A peru-al of it when it appears 
will give an idea of the work done to protect 
the people of the state. 
Reports have been re­ 
ceived at the secretary's office, and the aid ol 
the board invoked in thirty two outbreaks of 
diphtheria in twelve different counties. 
Ol 
these outbreaks twenty have lieen confined to 
one family bv prom pt and efficient quarantine. 
In all tho outbreaks in which more’ than one 
family were infected, quarantine was not es­ 
tablishes until after the disease had existed 
for some time, or—as in St. Raul and Minneap­ 
olis—where the disease had a variety of origin. 
Of the outbreak confined to one family, the aver­ 
age uum berof case* to the family was five; the 
aveage num ber of deaths two, and the average 
death to total sick, 41.6 per cent. 
M<»re that 
ever before seclusion of the sick of diptherii 
is enforced, aud this lias been repeatedly dout 
by the local boards of health in country dis­ 
trict* through their chairman without medi­ 
cal aid. 
Very valuable data as to the relation 
of the disease to unsanitary conditions a n 
given, and also of its relation to water supply 
and sewerage. Many examples are given of th’e 
frightful mortality.’ In several outbreaks all 
the children (from rive to seven) of the infect­ 
ed family died of the disease. 
NVhere isola­ 
tion of the sick was possible, the mortality has 
been notably lees.. 
834 AIX POX STATISTICS. 
From Jan. 1, 1883, to Aug. 1, 1884, there has 
been reported to the secretary seventeen dis 
tinetrt and separate outbreaks of small pox, 
distributed in seventeen towns or townships 
and lum ber camps. 
The statistic* of this dis 
ease are as follows: 
Number of cases, 255; deaths, 81; of the sick, 
whites, 220; Indians, 25; of the dead, whites 
4'.': Indians, 25; of the ei.-k belonging to fam 
ilies, 146; uum berof families infected, 54: total 
deaths in families, 2 8* per cent of deaths to total 
sick, 19.2; sick iu lum ber camps, 53; deaths. 
16; per cent of deaths, :>0. 
A single case caused the outbreak iu the 
lum ber camps above Aitkiu in 1883. 
In that 
outbreak but eight infected escaped below 
Aitkin, five to Minneapolis and oue each to 
Bramerd, Duluth and Morris, where they 
wero quarantined. 
The disease was not giv*- 
en to others except at Minneapolis, where ten 
others were directly or indirectly infected.

E xtracts from the B iennial Report of tlie 
Inspectors and Warden* 
In June, 1883, the contract for a new cell 
building was awarded to the Northwestern Cai 
company for #49,935. The building is approach 
ing completion, aud is a well built structure 
containing 130 cells of the most approved kind. 
Of thi* contract #28,000 ha* been paid. 
The 
main prison building has been rebuilt by the 
inspector* themselves G. M. Seymour acting 
a* superintendent of construction and convict 
labor being employed at the contract price, 
45 cents per day. 
The building i* a vast 
Improvement on the old on<\ having a heavy 
iron roof with iron rafters, and is almost 
absolutely 
fire-proof. 
The 
inspector- 
recommend that all permanent buildings of 
the state be so constructed. 
The cost of the 


iron roof on the entire building, with the ol< 


.....____________ „ , , 
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and boiler house has been reconstructed com 
plete and fire-proof at a cost of #2,700. 
The 
amount of ineuranoe collected on thi* was 
#3,350. 
Bince the fire, the insurance money 
wa* used iu rebuilding and the earnings of the 
•ouvict* have been allowed to stand a* an offset 
to an equal amount each month against the billt 
of the contractors. 
It i* hoped that the legisla­ 
ture will approve this action. 
The closest esti­ 
mate that now can be made to complete the work 
is a* follows: That to use all the earnings un­ 
til Jam 1, 1885, and all appropriations author­ 
ized by law up to July 31, 188o, there will still 
fall short #12,000 
This i* far better than the 
inspectors anticipated at the time of the fire. 
The financial difficulties of the ear company 
liave not affected the contract 
Either party 
ha* a right to terminate the contract on Bept 1, 
1887, by giving one year’s notice. 
The con­ 
tractor* advise that the present contract be 
adhered to. 
The total earnings for the year 
ending July 31, 1884, were $33,732. 
To this 
should bo added the loss of 14,498 days’ labor, 
at 45 cents a day, caused by the fire,’ amount­ 
ing to $6,524, which would have made the 
actual earnings at loast #40,000. 
PART1AIXY HELP-SUSTAINING. 
The earnings of the next fiscal year will be 
nearly, if not quite. #45,000. 
IB us the prison 
about two-thirds sustains itself, including all 
>xponses. 
The last year's record, not includ­ 
ing the loss by fire, shows the average earn­ 
ings per capita, to be # 122.4o, and total expen­ 
ses per capita, $180.69.
